“W& should bear in. mind that 
a. 12-gian. jury unanimously vot- 
ed oifethe.ifirst ballot to acquit 
Mr. jihaw.'

During- the trial, prosecution . 
witnesses told of seeing the } 
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men, Mr. snaw wnn uswaia anu 
Mr. Ferrie in Clinton! La., at a 
ffbw Orleans airport, along a 
lakefront seawall here and at a 
piartp at which the assassination 
^ras allegedly planned. Sources 
Within the district attorney’s of- 
fice said this afternoon that “we 
have a dozen, more witnesses 
from! the same places.” 

- Mr. Garrison reportedly plans 
to charge .several defense wit- 
nesses with perjury for their tes- 
timony at the six-week conspira- 
cy trial. ' 

“This is obviously Mr. Garri- 
son’s reply to criticism here tha 
he should resign, that he was 
wring or that he has become a 
madman,”. Mr. Wegmann said. 
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
